EMPEROR WILLIAM, OF GERMANY, OYING.

A Terrible Fire in A Newspaper Office Causes Wany
Deaths--~Compositors on the Fifth Floor
and no Moans of Egress,

SPRINGFIELD, Mass,, Moareh 7.—
The Daily Union newspaper offioe
burned this afternoon. 1t s kuown
that sixteen or ¢lghteen people hate:
been burned to death or killed. The
fire which is still raging threatens
to be ablg one, The flames o the
Union ofMee spread so rapidly that
only a few people of (hese in the
upper stories escaped. Mrs, Farley,
sogipty editor, was Instantly killed
hy Jumping from an upper window.
The composing room was on the
fifth floor and the inmates were shut
out from any means of escape,. A
dozen men ran to the windows and
hung svspended by thelr hands
nntil thefr strength gave way, when
they dropped to the sidewallk and
were either killed or fmtally injored.
There were forty pemsons o the
editorial room, and ftwenly are
nyissing, hut it is hoped they esoap-
ed.
